Sydney, Feb. 23—Dame Nellie 
Melba, world-famous Australian 
soprano, died early to-day after 
an illness of several weeks. 

The great singer rallied for a 
few minutes this morning from 
a state of coma and her last re¬ 
quest was that a minister he 
summoned. With his prayer in 
her ears she passed peacefully 
into a slumber that was un¬ 
broken until death came. 

A tew member, of her family 
were with her when the end came 
and a small gathering of friends. 
Including M. Untmonr, the famous 
flautist and accompanist to Melba, 
suffering himself from a chill, was 
nearby. 

FUNERAL PLANS 

The body of the diva is to be burled 
at Lilydale, Victoria, on Thursday. To¬ 
morrow the body will be taken to Mel¬ 
bourne, a city she loved, for services In 
the Scottish Church where her father 
once sang in the choir. 

Tokens of worldwide sorrow in the 
| last few days bore testimony of the 
affection with Which Dame Melba was 
regarded throughout the world. Three 
times the King and Queen cabled words 
of sympathy and hope from London. 
Messages from Europe, Canada and the 
United States literally poured into the 
hospital. 

The prims donna, who was in her 
seventy-second year, returned to Aus¬ 
tralia several weeks ago after having 
contracted an illness in Egypt which 
responded to treatment at first but 
recurred after she had begun the Jour¬ 
ney back to Australia. 

FAILED AFTER RALLY 
She had to leave her ship and enter 
a hospital in Sydney, but became bet¬ 
ter and went to Melbourne for a few 
weeks. 

Toward the end her condition was 
aggravated by the Intense heat of tha 
Australian summer. 

RETAINED VOICE 
Known to all the world as the suc¬ 
cessor to Patti and Jenny Lind. Melba 
sang last In North America at the 
New York Metropolitan in "Faust," 
in 1017-18, and after that was seldoaa 
heard in public. She was said to hava 
retained the purity, sweetness and 
flexibility of her voice almost until

embargo and tariff bills, includ¬ 
ing the proposed limitations on 
oil imports, to-day were rejected 
by the House ways and means 
committee.

"I understand that when the de¬ 
pression came to Italy, Mussolini Is¬ 
sued a manifesto ordering a ten per 
cent cut In government salaries.

"The thought I had was that the 
federal government here had taken no 
such action."

IT IS NEARLY FORTY YEARS SINCE 

I Melba first electrified this continent by the beauty 
of her voice, and many critics acclaimed her as a 
worthy successor to Patti as the Queen of Song. She 
already had won success in Europe, although for some 
years she had found the pathway to renown difficult, 
if not altogether discouraging. As Nellie Mitchell, 
who in her native Melbourne, Australia, had de¬ 
veloped in preliminary training wHat was regarded as 
an exceptional voice, she had gone to Paris to study 
under the great Marchesi, and made her debut in 
opera in Brussels. Then as Madame Melba, a name 
taken from her birthplace, she sought the conquest 
of the operatic realm of Europe. 

Melba’s first experience in England was disap¬ 
pointing. She found the audience unresponsive and 
the critics indifferent, so she returned to Brussels and 
Paris where eventually she gained a triumph; then 
she took Great Britain by storm. Following her 
American tour she became one of the bright particular 
stars in the constellation Grau had developed at the 
Metropolitan Grand Opera House in New York, her 
contemporaries being Eames, Calve, Nordicai Sem- 
brich and Scalchi among the women, and the De 
Reszke brothers, Jean and Edouard, and Pol Plan- 
con among the men. In that glittering galaxy she 
held a foremost place for many years, for apart from 
the beauty of her voice and her flawless technique she 
was endowed with a commanding and gracious 
personality. 

Although Melba lacked the histrionic ability of 
Calve or Nordica, and her singing was not character¬ 
ized by, the warmth which marked the art of some of 
her contemporaries, particularly those of Latin origin, 
she had other advantages which amply compensated 
her for these shortcomings, and which enabled her to 
retain her popularity against all rivals. Her career 
after she left the Metropolitan and returned to London 
is well known. She made several tours abroad that 
included her beloved Australia, which gained much 
lustre from her incomparable art and to which she 
gave a loyalty that never faltered. Her fine services 
to the empire during the war won the recognition of 
the King and she received several decorations, be¬ 
coming eventually a Dame of the Order of the British 
Empire. She will be remembered always not only 
for her great attainments as an artist, but also for the 
many fine qualities of mind and heart which con¬ 
tributed to her .winning personality and helped to make 
her one of the outstanding figures of the age.

WHAT OTHER PAPERS SAY 


A lthough in many parts of this 

country February is far too early in the year 
for golfers to examine their clubs and see that they 
are in readiness for use, we in Victoria are so favored 
climatically that this month has been marked in the 
golfing calendar as that in which the Empress Mid¬ 
winter Golf Tournament takes place each year. 

To-day has witnessed the commencement of the 
third of these interesting events, and it is a happy 
coincidence that Mr. E. W. Beatty, president of 
the great transportation company under whose auspices 
the tournament is held, is in Victoria and will be 
able, for a few hours at any rate, to forget such 
mundane considerations as the Pacific Great Eastern 
Railway, Peace River, car-loadings and freight rates 
and to see for himself at the picturesque links at Oak 
Bay how keen is the competition to win the magnifi¬ 
cent trophy which bears his name. The outside entry 
list is not as large as Victoria golfers would like to 
see it; but what is lacking in numbers will be made 
up in enthusiasm and the friendly rivalry between 
contestants which produces good golf. The array 
of fine prizes, indeed, is alluring in itself. 

From the moment the idea of a Mid-winter Golf 
Tournament for Victoria was suggested to him more 
than two years ago, Mr. Beatty became enthusiastic 
and himself furnished the principal trophy, an interest 
warmly appreciated, not only by the golfers of this 
community, but also by the citizens generally. Those 
who are not privileged to see the wide array of news¬ 
papers and periodicals that come to the exchange 
table of a daily newspaper may not realize, perhaps, 
to what an extent the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company has advertised this event, which, of course, 
has meant advertising Victoria. From one end of 
Canada to the other, and in many widely-read journals 
in the United States, this week’s golfing fixture has 
been blazoned in the most attractive manner. 

As time parses—as an annual fixture it still is 
only in its infancy—this tournament unquestionably 
will become one of the major fixtures of the Pacific 
Northwest and an attraction in a general way that 
will bring many people, players and non-players, to 
this city .for a week at least. The railway company 
has spared neither thought nor expense to get the 
event firmly established, and we may be sure that 
when business conditions improve, as they will do.

IS STATIONED 
INVANCOUVER 

Bullet Proof Hayes-Anderson 
Truck Carries Payrolls and 
Other Valuables 

Vancouver. Feb., 21.—Shortly after 
Chief of Police Bingham took office 
two years ago. he pointed out the 
urgent necessity of a modern armored 
truck in Vancouver, as a preventive of 
holdups and payroll robberies. 

Such a truck has Just been com¬ 
pleted and la now In regular service 
here. 

The operating company is the 
Txromls Armored Car Service, of which 
L. B. Loomis is the head. 

Mr. Loomis has had many years' ex¬ 
perience in the armored truck busi¬ 
ness In Portland and other cities and 
has started his service here in re- 1 
sponae to a real demand for an up-to- 
date economical protective servloe. 

It Is a Hayes-Anderson truck, with 
many special features embodied in 
both chassis and body. 

This modern truck is geared and 
powered to move along at a fast rate 
of speed, with unusually efficient 
four-wheel hydraulic brakes that keep 
the car always under the Instant con¬ 
trol of the driver. 

TWO COMPARTMENTS 

The body Is divided into two com¬ 
partments. the driver's compartment 
in front and the body proper in the 
rear. The entire truck is line with 
sixteen-gauge armored plate, specially 
Imported. 

It is interesting to note that the 
armored steel was obtained in only 
one city on the American continent— 
Chicago, of course. 

All sides, doors, roof, floor, dash, 
uowling, etc., are 100 per cent armored. 


The outside covering Is ordinary auto 
steel with a two-inch thickness of 
frame work before the armored plate 
Is reached. The three-inch space is 
filled with felt, tightly Compressed, 
to completely fill out the space. 

This felt has the effect of turning 
from its course any bullet fired Into 
the body from the outsde. 
BULLET-PROOF GLASS 

Windshield and all windows are of 
bullet-proof glass, which is %-incli 
thick. Under test this gloss has with¬ 
stood rifle bullets fired at close range. 

While, for obvious reasons, the in¬ 
ternal details of construction and 
contrivances are not given out. it may | 
be said that the messenger riding In 
the rear compartment h&s full con¬ 
trol over the movements of the truck, 
as well as the driver, who sits at the 
wheel. 

It is impossible to enter either com¬ 
partment without the co-operation of 
those inside. 

It Is. of course, heavily armored 
with guns and other offensive 
weapons. 

The complete chassis and body were 
built under one roof in the Hayes- 
Anderson factory on Second Avenue

But of such rare stuff Is 
Mrs. Harriet Came, Victoria's old¬ 
est resident, who on Friday will 
reach the ripe age of one hundred 
years and who Is more alert and 
vigorous than scores of women 
twenty years younger. 

BORN LN CORNWALL 

It waa on February 27, 1831, accord¬ 
ing to the family Bible, that old-time 
family chronicle of all births, marriages 
and deaths, that the then Harriet 
Richards was born in Cornwall, Eng¬ 
land, eleven years before the founding 
of Fort Victoria. Among memories oi 
her childhood she retains a picture of 
Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort, 

I whom she saw many times. Nearly 
seventy years ago she attended the 
opening by the Prince Consort of the 
bridge over the river Tamar, between 
Devonshire and Cornwall on which 
occasion the husband of Queen Vic¬ 
toria caught the cold which led to his 
death. 

Engaged to the late Harry Carne in 
her early 'teens. MIbs Richards came to 
New York in 1803. en route for Sault 
Ste. Marie, where Mr. Carne waa en¬ 
gaged in mining and where they lived 
for two years. Here two of her children 
were born, and when Mr. Carne came 
out to California to seek fortune. Mrs. 
Came returned to England for a visit. 
The intervention of the Civil War pre¬ 
vented her Joining him for six years, 
and it was in October. 1864. that she 
and her little family sailed for Esqut- 
mal to Join Mr. Carne. who in the 
meantime hod been in the Cariboo. 
THEIR FIRST HOME 
Their first home was at the old Vic¬ 
toria Hotel, opposite where the Post 
Office now stands. In 1866 they bought 
! their first home, a house on the comer 
of School and Fort Streets, the pro¬ 
perty of Mr. J. A. Say ward’a mother. 
The family attended the old Pandora 
Methodist Church, and Mrs. Carne and 
Mrs. David Spencer are the oldeft sur- ; 
vlvtng members of the First Methodist 
Church. Mrs. Came has been a member 
of the Methodist, now the Metropolitan 
United Church, for sixty-six years and 
on 8unday last she attended the ser¬ 
vices held to commemorate the starting i 
of the Methodist mission here seventy- I 
two years ago. 

RAN ANGEL HOTEL 
Mrs. Came recalls the days when the 
Methodists used to hold their tea meet¬ 
ings at the St. Nicholas Hotel. Just be¬ 
low where the Columbia Theatre Is 
now. The admission for tea was $1 50. 
which Included a bounteous tea and 
a concert. For thirty-seven years Mr. 
and Mrs. Came ran the Angel Hotel, a 
pioneer hostelry in this city, and the 
miners, coming out fro/n the Cariboo, 
used to leave their precious “pokes” of 
gold with Mrs. Came for safe-keeping 
until it could be shipped to the mint 
at San Francisco. 

Mrs. Came was one of the charter 
members of the committee of the Aged 
Women's Home, being associated with 
Mrs. Gooflacre and Mrs. I. A. Gould In 
starting It. and she still retains an In¬ 
terest in the undertaking, although en¬ 
feebled health prevents her active par- 


she was a forceful public speaker, and 
served successively as Justice of the 
peace, member of the city council end 
lord mayor of Liverpool. In 1929 she 
ran for the House of Commons as a 
Conservative, but was beaten by the 
Labor candidate. Derwent Hall Caine, 
son of the novelist. 

She organized the Liverpool Child 
Welfare Association, which has assisted 
more than 100,000 children, and has 
maintained 30.060 in home* and special 
hospitals.

If a small diaper Is used Inside of a 
larger one. this gives greater absorp¬ 
tion where needed and no additional 
bulk around the waUt. 

SQUARE DIAPERS 

Put sauare diapers on ln this 
manner: lay baby on the square. Pull 
the two lower corners between the legs, 
then lap and fasten with large safety- 
pins at each side of the waist, tne 
lower corners meeting the upper ones 
there. Then draw the diaper snugly 
about the knee and fasten there. The 
square diaper takes four safety pins, 
the triangular are only thres- The 
souare diaper when adjusted looks 
like a small pair of bloomers and la 
now the accepted style. 

Unlesa the baby has rickets a diaper 
oould have no possible effect on his 
bones; If he has rickets, any unusual 
(treasure might bow the legs since the 
bones would be soft and bendable. 

There Is no harm in using a tri¬ 
angular, rubber diaper over the cotton 
ones for temporary use. This la far 
less undesirable at any time than the

December 31. 1930. This statement re¬ 
veals net earnings of 8804,821, as con¬ 
trasted with $1,051,491 in 1929, while 
net profits, after deducting operating 
expenses, Interest, taxes and* also after 
making adequate provision for depreci¬ 
ation. amounted to 8202,635, compared 
with 8422.554 in the proceeding year. 

Eeamings for the year were sufficient 
only to permit a payment of a divi¬ 
dend of 2 per cent on the company's 
6 per cent preferred stock outstanding.

The 
seal herd will be off the B.C. roast 
about March 20, and the Esquimau 
ship will leave port about that 
time. 

In Seattle preparations are being 
made to guard the herd off the United 
States coast. The herd Is en route to 
8t. George and St. Paul Islands In tho 
Bering Sea. Following Is the Seattle 
dispatch telling of plans being made 
there: 

"Capt. H. D Hinckley, commander of 
the Coast Guard on the North Pacific, 
yesterday was informed that the seals 
hid begun to move and arranged an 
escort of cutters for them. 

•‘The Snohomish will meet the seals 
off the mouth of the Columbia River 
March 15, and will be their guardian 
until they reach Dixon Entrance, where 
she will be relieved by the cutter Talla¬ 
poosa. which will see them ssfely Into 
Bering 8ea. The seals came within ten 
or twenty-five miles of the coast at 
the mouth of the Columbia and then 
head north for Unimak Pass.

8an Francisco. Feb. 33.—Large In¬ 
creases in both the orange and lemon 
crops ln California over the previous 
year are now forecast. The current esti¬ 
mate for the 1930-31 navel orange crop 
places It at 15,819.000 boxes, compared 
with the sub-normal yield of 9,500,000 
boxes the previous season. The 1931 
lemon crop Is forecast at 6.300,000 
boxes, compared with the sub-normal 
yield of 9,800,000 boxes the previous 
season. The 1931 lemon crop Is forecast 
at 6,300.000 boxes, compared with 4,- 
900,000 boxes ln 1930. Concerning this 
Industry. The Business Outlook of 
Wells Fargo Bank and Union Trust 
Company states: 

“Heavier California orange shipments, 
plus Increased shipments from Florida, 
where all embargo restrictions due to 
the Mediterranean fly have beer/ re¬ 
moved, caused orange prices to drop 
to an average of $3.18 a box ln January, 
against the average of $4.08 a year 
ago.” 

Total fruit pack ln California during 
1930 Increased to 18,013.400 cases, rep¬ 
resenting approximately the average 
for the past five years, but substanti¬ 
ally above the 15.585,734 case pack ln 
1939. Canned vegetables packed ln the 
state during 1930 was above average, 
although smaller than ln 1939. The 
total last year, of 13.639.546 cases com¬ 
pared with 13,360,895 ln the previous 
year. 


Washington. Feb. 33. — The United 
States Agriculture Department to-day 
reported reduction In previous esti¬ 
mates of the 1930-31 Argentine wheat 
crop, but they were still well above 
those of the 1929-30 crop. 

The Australian wheat crop was said 
to have been delayed by rain and Its 
quality somewhat reduced. 

The department made public the 
latest official estimate of Argentine 
wheat production for 1930-31 as 238,- 
832,000 bushels. This compared with 
the first estimate of 371.4$4,000 bush¬ 
els. Against this the 1929-30 crop was 
162.576.000 bushels. 

Surplus wheat available for export 
from the Argentine or for carryover at 
the end of the year was fixed at 164,- 
964.000 bshels on the bases of the new 
estimate. 

WILD GAS WELL 
IN EAST BLOWS IN 

Corning, N. Y., Feb. 23.—(A.P.) 

—Flowing with terrific pressure 
that shook the ground within a 
radius of several hundred feet, a 
wild gas well which “blew In” 
last night near Tioga. Pa., twelve 
miles south of here, had Increased 
to-day to a flow of more than 75,- 
000,000 cubic feet a day.

After completion of the tests of the 
gravel, which are proceeding, modern 
machinery will be Installed, and ex¬ 
traction of the gold will proceed upon 
the most modern lines and ln ac¬ 
cordance with the best mining practice. 

The average estimate states that 
about 25.000.000 cubic yards of gravel 
will he available for the operations, 
and It Is expected that values will be 
fully as great as those Indicated ln 
the district for many years.

The object of the bill Is to encourage 
the employment of blind persons. 

The cost of any compensation to a 
blind worker for Injuries sustained or 
an industrial disease contracted In the 
course of his employment in excess of 
050 will be borne by the province. If 
the bill, to be debated this week, Is 
passed. 

Payment of the compensation will be 
In accordance with the terms of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act. 

The act, it is felt, will overcome the 
reluctance of employers to employ 
blind persons because of the greater 
danger of injury, with consequent lia¬ 
bility for compensation.
